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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 09/1 3/07 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In the REMARKS filed on 09/013/07, applicant has argued essentially (for all 
claims 1-18) that Womack does not teach "a switching means automatically selects a 
modulation an demodulation method of a plurality of modulation and demodulation 
methods". However, as indicated in the previous office action, such claimed subject 
matter is taught by Womack explicitly or implicitly as follows. 

Womack discloses a system that is capable of employing multiple modulation 
and demodulation formats (col. 2, lines 30-32; col. 4, lines 1-6). Flexible resources are 
configured in accordance with the determined modulation format, which is recognized 
by, in one embodiment, a modulation indication (i.e. in a base receiver and which 
indication is transmitted either on the forward or reverse channel) (col. 3, lines 4-13). 
Further, the system controller (Fig. 1, element 107) controls the operation of all 
transmitters and receivers in the system 100 of Fig. 1 (col. 2, lines 48-52). Therefore, 
even though Womack does not show "a switching means" in particular, Womack clearly 
implies that there must be some mechanism, either hardware or software,* employed for 
changing the modulation format accordingly. Thus, as indicated previously, the 
teaching of "a switching means" is inherent in Womack and the rejection is maintained.
